Both deities are 
accompanied by a walking Persephone who is holding a burning 
torch in each hand; between her and Cybele is a flying winged 
Victory; behind Hermes’ head a large 8-pointed star. Below, in the 
exergue, are two spirals; a hook is on the upper part of the disc. 

Date: no later than 400 B.C. according to Möbius.

The description of the monument follows that of Budde-Nicholls. 
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“The preserved lower part of this monument consists of a marble 
box whose hollow interior measures 0.27 X 0.18 X 0.27 m. deep. It 
is somewhat like a cinerarium in form and meant to be kept per- 
manently sealed. The receptacle shows signs of having been delib- 
erately smashed in antiquity. 

Front: standing Cybele flanked by a pair of Galli. The goddess 
wears a chiton and, over it, a himation which is drawn up over the 
back of her head as a veil. Under the veil she appears to be wearing 
a garland with a central medallion. In her left hand she holds an 
oinmochoe and an open bowl, possibly containing fruit, whilst her 
right hand grasps a branch and a pomegranate. The two Galli are 
both represented as mourning. They wear girdled chitons, cloaks 
and Phrygian caps. 

Right side: a pine-tree hung with musical instruments: a pair of 
cymbals, a tympanon, engraved with a laurel garland, and a double 
pipe of the kind in which the longer member is curved at the end. 

Left side: part of a procession carrying a sacred bier. The bier is 
oblong in shape, decorated with a scroll pattern on the side and 
borne on two poles. These are carried by four Galli dressed in 
trouser-like anaxyrides, girdled sleeved chitons and Phrygian caps. 
On the top of the bier are set the richly ornamented sacred throne 
and footstool of the goddess. Upon the seat of the throne against 
a shell-shaped wicker background is displayed a basket with a 
conical lid (cista mystica). The throne is flanked by an antithetical 
pair of figures (probably statues) of Galli on low pedestals. They are 
dressed in anaxyrides, girdled sleeved chitons, Phrygian caps and 
cloaks. With their raised arms they appear to steady a long cross- 
beam resting on supports, possibly in the shape of lion’s paws, on 
top of the arms of the throne. To this beam are fixed clusters of 
pine branches. A long branch of laurel is fastened to each end of the 
bier. 

The top, which was carved from a separate block of marble and 
attached by metal dowels in the corners, is completely missing. 
Missing are the upper right corner of the front and the lower right 
corner of the right side.” 

Date: Vermeule and Von Bothmer date the monument to the 
first quarter of the second century A.D., but, from other indications 
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regarding the interpretation of the reliefs, the date given by Budde 
Nicholls “‘perhaps later second - early third century A.D.” seems 
to be correct.

The main decorative motif on the vase is elegantly adapted 
to its shape: a youthful head, wearing the eastern Phrygian cap 
and looking to the left, emerges from the calyx of a trumpet-shaped 
flower. Substantial branches, sprouting smaller blossoms and coiled 
tendrils, curl upward on either side of the central motif, An elaborate 
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palmette of 21 petals, done in traditional red-figure technique, 

dominates the zone under the handle. The cap and the edge of the 

blossom are rendered in added yellow. Beneath the cap, delicate

On her right, a lion 
sitting in frontal attitude.

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New: the head of cow, left hand of goddess, parts of right hand 
and of the cup, neck and veil, nose and chin; the rest of the face 
old, but not belonging to the statue of different marble. Italian 
marble.”

Cybele sitting on a bench in a niche, the upper part of which is 
lost, together with the polos and front of the goddess’ head. Two 
tresses of hair fall to her shoulders; in her lap a lion lying to the

in her right hand; in her left hand holes are drilled, to attach some 
object (tympanum ?). 


69. Marble relief (H. 0.435, W. 0.65, D. 0.11) from unknown 
provenance, but Keil suggests Cyzicus.

Behind Cybele two warriors with swords in their right 
hands and shields (probably Curetes, but Walters, p. 72 suggests 
Cabires). In front of her, a standing bearded god with a long staff 
in his raised left hand and a patera in his outstretched right hand 
(Zeus).

In the left top-corner 
of the relief is a boat and a person sitting on a rock; the upper-part 
of the body is missing. 

For the connection between Cybele and the Mother of the Gods 
in the cult of the Cabires at Samothrake, see B. Hemberg, Die 
Kabiren, Uppsala 1950, 29 and passim; Conze even suggests 
Samothrace as the place where the relief was found, but it should be 
borne in mind that Zeus and Hermes are generally represented on 
reliefs of Cybele found in Asia Minor.

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Restored: nose, lower part of neck, right hand and rod, forefinger 
of left hand with object held in it, both feet, part of crown, and of 
drapery.” There is a small drill-hole in the mantle underneath the 
right hand on the lap. . :
